HOUSING  . 

The  urgent  demand  for  a rigorous  re-housing  programme 
is  certainly_et  least  as  necessitious  in  .-lolyhead  as  elsewhere. 

On  I)ecember_51st , 1950  the  re-housing  application  list  contained 
as  many  as  590  names  which  may  be  regarded  as  representing  at  the 
very  least  1,600?  persons  if  the  overage  size  of  each  family  is 
placed  at  the  very  modest  figure  of  four. 
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'Thj  figuro  of  lyGOO  ’’lill  of  course y onlj/  toko  into 
account  those  ^i'lliose  desire  for  a new  house  out^^eighs  any 
increased  rental  considerations.  There  must  therefore  be 
many  additional  families  ’^>ho  should  be  rehoused  on  purely 
health  grounds  who  either  ore  "used  to  a slum  house"  or 
who  can  not  or  ”'ill  not  pay  more  than  their  present 
few  weekly  shillings  rental  for  a leaking  insanitary  hovel. 


The  Principal  Activities  of  the  town  are  almost  entirely 
confined  to 

(1)  Cross  Channel  Irish  traffic  and  railway  terminus, 

(2)  Some  light  industries  (e.g^  clock  making). 

(3)  Shop'^ing  centre  for  Pest  Anglesey. 
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
